Natural 
Blizzard Leaves 
IO Dead in 
Southwest Area 


New Low Pressure 
Front Threatens 
Snow, Freezing Rain 


By United Press 
More snow and freezing lain 
Monday threatened the Southwest, 
already throttled by a record five- 
day blizzard that left up to 30 inch­ 
es of snow. 
At least 30 persons were dead in 
Texas. Oklahoma and New Moxie > 
from the storm, which finally eased 
and trailed northward. 
Weathermen, however, warned 
that another low pressure front 
moving into west Texas would draw 
warm gulf air over the cold air 
mass—possibly producing the same 
kind of weather that buried the 
area under the worst snowfall in 
years. 
Residents of dozens of Southwest 
towns used what might be a brief 
ini! to dig out from the record 
snowfall. 
Streets were being cleared slow­ 
ly by crews working 24 hours in the 
hard hit cities of Plainview, Ama­ 
rillo and Lubbock, Tex. 
At Tucumcari, N. M., heroic bus 
driver John Hearon, 38, rested aft­ 
er walking IO miles through deep 
snowdrifts to summon help to his 
stranded vehicle and 15 passengers. 
One Child Aboard 
State police finally rescued the 
passengers, who had been without 
fdod for over 20 hours except for 
swo small sandwiches given the 
only child aboard. 
Most highways in the south plains 
and Panhandle sections of Texas 
remained extremely dangerous. On­ 
ly trucks were permitted to travel 
on some roads while on others, per­ 
mission of the State Patrol was 
necessary first 
lig h t snow and a freezing driz­ 
zle fen over much of the stricken 
area Sunday. 
Temperatures re­ 
mained below freezing from north­ 
ern Texas into southern Kansas. 
Freezing temperatures were re­ 
ported uT the Rockies and the 
northern tier of states but the rest 
of the nation enjoyed comparative­ 
ly fair weather. 
Sleet and Rain 
Sleet mixed with rain fell in 
northern Arkansas with rain or 
drizzle from southern Missouri east­ 
ward to the Carolinas. Light snow 
fell in parts of New York State 
and the Rockies.

Find Mother, 
Three Children 
Shot to Death 


GARDINER, N. Y. flb-Police in 
vestigated today the apparent mur­ 
der and suicide of a mother and 
her three children who were kneel­ 
ing-—perhaps praying—when death 
came. 
The husband and father, Robert 
Tattersall, 34, hiked a half mile 
from their modest cottage to a 
telephone to tell police he had 
found their bodies when he re­ 
turned home from work Sunday. 
The victims were Mrs. Alma Tat­ 
tersall, 28; Veronica, 8; Alma. 5, 
and Robert Jr., 3. 
Mrs. Tattersall was found in a 
bedroom lying in a pool of blood. 
Police said her husband’s .22 cali­ 
ber rifle was standing against the 
bed. 
The children were sprawled on 
their faces in a row before a living 
room couch. Each had been shot 
once in the forehead. From their 
positions it appeared they had been 
kneeling, or perhaps praying, when 
they were murdered 
Coroner 
Francis J. McCardle 
said police were trying to find out 
how Mrs. Tattersall could have in­ 
duced the children to hold still 
after she reloaded for each shot, 
if she did the shooting. 
Police quoted Tattersall as say 
ing he did not believe his wife had 
enough authority over the children 
to keep them from running away 
after the first shot was fired. 
Tattersall had gone to work with 
a highway crew sanding slippery 
roads. When he returned about six 
hours later he discovered the bod­ 
ies.
